! of the company, due to the reckless 
financiering, aa claimed, of the Hen- 
ry S. Ives syndicate. On December 
131, 1881, the compuny had a Cash 
, balance of 147,996 ami sufficient cash 
a»§et« to discharge all current liabili- 
ties, besides »280,000 general mort- 
gage bonds In the treasury, fin De- 
cember 30, 18B4, the cash had been 
reduced to »13,lfi7, while the liabili- 
ties had grown to 1681,442. The first 
mortgage bonds outstanding had in- 
creased from t2,100,GOO to »3,829,000. 
In three years eighty miles of unpro- 
ductive road had bsen built. The 
surplus of 4401,049.011 June 30, 1805, 
had been wiped out and a floating 
debt created of S400.DOO, exclusive of 
an equipment mortgage amounting 
to 91,370,039. 


RAILWAY INDICTMENTS,

claims it should be. The last map shifts 
the liiie far westward and includes as 
British territory about 10,000 square 
miles which the first map. showed to be 
clearly Venezuelan territory.

The old map was made by the Koyal 


Geographical society qf England, and 
was thereafter given official approval 
aud sent out by the foreign office. It iB

says: "Tbe area thus taken in us shown 
ou these maps themselves, is 10,000 
square miloH or more, larger than the 
area of either Massachusetts or Ver- 
mont.

He igys China is America's 


largest * market for 
domestic cotton 


goods, but that there has been a falling 
oif from 05,859,000 yards in 1802 to «,- 
706,000 yards iu 1898. There bas been 
a falling off iu the cose of Great Britain 
from 407,475,000 yards in 1883, to 3IJ5,- 
405,000 iu 1S98. Tbe loss as regards the 
United Status is so great, he says, as to 
excite anxiety. 


Mr. Jernigan makes the following 


observations: 


"Iu 1878 the mills of the orient and 


Occident were competing on relatively 
equal terms and receiving equal returns. 
Now in 1894 oaeb mill employs the same 
amount of labor an it did in 187S1, but 
the owner of the mill in the United 
States pays for tho labor in gold at the 
old rates, while the owner c-E the mill in 
Japan pays for labor in silver at the old 
rates also. Not only does this principle 
of the difference iu tho value o? cur- 
rency in which labor is paid in tho east- 
ern and western countries apply to 
wages, but it applies to whatever is es- 
sential to the success of agriculture and 
manufacturing enterprise.

about $12,000,000, and by this rule it ap- 
pears that the ineqntiiUy in tho valuo of 
silver and gold has reduced the gold 
value of the world's property oue-hnlf. 
I am not writing in favor of A gold or a 
silver standard, 
but

of 


an equalizing1 adjustment between the 
two. Silver is used by one half of the 
world and gold by the other half, mid 
while wages in oue half ure paid in a de- 
preciated currency and in the other half 
by an appreciated currency, a rivalry 
between the respective products of tlm 
labor of each is encouraged with tho ad- 
vantage in the outset to the products of 
the laborer paid in depreciated currency, 
and especially whe;n the latter can sup- 
ply his daily wants with snch a cur- 
rency, and which he is willing to receive 
and remains contented with." 


Notwithstanding l;he plague and the
